Columbus. 0., April 24.—The appro- 


priations bill for 1902 has passed the 
horse of representatives, but not ia 
the form that bas agitated the minds 
of the members for a. week or more 
past 
R was held ap by lbt> Demo- 


crats to the last minute and then had 
to be amended so as to cut out all 
the ne'.v matter so that it could be 
irassed by a majority vote. At a con- 
ference last week held In the gover- 
nor's office it was decided that an 
appTupHaiicn of money for purposes 
which had already been made neces- 
sary by prevous legislation did not re- 
quire-a two-thirds vote-. For this rea- 
son the new items were stricken from 
the bill, and it was declared to be 
passed by a vote of 69 to 27. 


When the bill first came up Wed- 


nesday afternoon. Mr. Crafts, chair- 
man cf the finance committee, urged 
the passage of the 
bill in a very 


brief address. Everything was quiet 
and. it looked as if the trouble was all 
over until Mr. Carle of Seneca county 
introduced a substitute bill. This bill 
was the Baroo as the other, except 
that it had eliminated from its items 
thai to wbk'h the Democrats have 
been objecting- 
Most important of 


these was the $10,500 with which to 
buy the Allen farm at Athens.'appro- 
priations to pave the statehouse base- 
ment, attorneys for the attorney gen- 
eral's office, etc. 


The clerk instructed his assistant 


to read tbe whole bill, but ho had 
hardly started when Mr. Painter of 
"Wood county arose to move tnat the 
•motion be laid on the table. This 
seemed to be the proper thing to do, 
from the Republican side, and they 
showed signs of approval. The yeas 
and nays were demanded by the Dem- 
ocrats and the -clerk began to call the 
roll, but he had hardly started when 
the attention of the house was called 
by Dr. Cain, to the fatl that if the 
motion were carried the whole bill 
would be tabled. The Democrats had 
alremfy "tumbled" to this an-d had 
voted aye. This changed the few Re- 
publicans who were called, but the 
matter was brought to a sudden stop 
by Mr. Holliday, who raised the point 
that Mr. Carle was not in order when 
be introduced the substitute, as a sub- 
stitute could not be offered for a bill 
that had been read three times. This 
point of order -was sustained by the 
chair. Then came a debate of parlia- 
mentary practice. Mr. Meisel of Cuy- 
ahoga county appealed from thn de- 
cision of the speaker, and on his ap- 
pea.1 .the yeas and nays- were demand- 
ed. The chair was sustained by a 
vote of £8 to 65, aiwi the Question re- 
verted to the passage of the bill. 


Mr. Meisel began anew the debate 


upon the measure, and in a vigorous 
speech opposed its passage. He was 
replied to by 0r. Cain, and after con- 
siderable further argument the bill 
•was pui lo a vote. 
It received caly 


68 rotes as against 39. Mr. Price 
voted with the Democrats and Messrs. 
Cly-burn, Earhart arrd Simpson voted 
-with the Republicans. The bill was 
declared lost. Then Mr. Crafts of- 
:ere<i the amendment referred 
to 


above, and the bill was passed as 
amended by a majority vote.
